NOBEL  PRIZE  FOUNDATION 

The  Nobel  Prize  Foundation  (Sturegatan  14,  Stockholm,  Sweden) 
was  founded  under  the  will  of  Bernard  Nobel  and  five  annual 
prizes  are  awarded  in  the  fields  of  physical  science,  chemistry, 
medicine,  literature  and  work  for  international  peace.  The  Peace 
Prize  is  awarded  by  a  group  of  five  members  of  the  Norwegian 
Parliament.  A  full  list  of  the  Peace  Prizewinners  since  the  inception 
in  1901  to  the  year  1950  is  given  in  the  1951  Peace  Year  Book  (price 
Is.  6d.).  The  Peace  Prize  for  1951  was  awarded  to 

Leon  Jouhaux,  President  of  the  Force  Ouvri£re  (the  Socialist  Federa¬ 
tion  of  Trade  Unions  in  France)  and  a  Vice-Chairman  of  the 
Governing  Body  of  the  International  Labour  Organisation.  The 
Prize  for  1952  was  held  over. 


SOUTH  PLACE  ETHICAL 
SOCIETY 


OBJECTS.  The  study  and  dissemination  of  ethical  principles 
and  the  cultivation  of  a  rational  religious  sentiment. 

HISTORY.  The  South  Place  Ethical  Society  js  Jj^icaUy  des¬ 
cended  from  a  religious  group  formed  in  1793  by  blhanan 
Winchester, ^of3 Massachusetts,  U.S.A.  .In  1823-4  this  congrega¬ 
tion  built  the  Chapel  in  South  Place,  Finsbury,  well  known  as  a 
home  of  progressive  religious  thought  during  thenumstryof 
William  Johnson  Fox,  and  in  more  recent  times  of  Dr.  Moncure 
D.  Conway.  Under  the  leadership  of  these  two  men,  and  especially 
during  Conway’s  ministry  the  theological  creed  of  the  con¬ 
gregation  gradually  gave  place  to  a  modern  outlook.  But  its 
old8seriousness  remained,  expressing  itself  now  in  concern  for 
moral  and  intellectual  progress,  and  especially  for  hberty  of 
thought  and  speech. 

ACTIVITIES.  For  many  years  the  function  of  minister  has 
been  discontinued  in  favour  of  a  rota  of  teguiar  lecturers.  At 
the  present  time  these  are  S.  K.  Ratchffe  and  Archibald 
Robertson,  M.A.  Other  eminent  lecturers  are  occasionally 
engaged.  In  addition  to  the  Sunday  morning  meeting,  the 
Society’s  chief  activity,  and  the  monthly  Sunday 
gathering,  two  very  popular  activities  are  the  Sunday  Evening 
Chamber  Music  Concerts,  which  were  inaugurated  in  1887 
and  the  Conway  Discussion  Circle  held 

The  Conway  Memorial  Lecture  is  still  delivered  annually  in 
honour  of  the  Society’s  famous  leader. 

CENTRE.  The  attractive  modern  premises  known  as  Conway 
Hall  were  erected  by  the  Society  when  its  old  chapel  ceased  to 
meet  requirements.  They  comprise  a  large  hall  to  seat  5UU, 
a  small  hall  to  seat  100,  a  library,  club-room,  and  other  offices. 
The  trustees  would  welcome  contributions  to  the  endowment 
fund,  as  the  well-being  of  the  Society  depends  on  a  steady 
addition’  to  the  Membership.  The  Society  provides  a  soaad 
and  cultural  centre  for  those  who  appreciate  the  importance 
of  free  inquiry  in  Religion  and  Ethics  as  well  as  for  those  who 
have  left  the  orthodox  Churches. 

MEMBERSHIP.  The  amount  of  the  subscription  is  optional, 
with  a  minimum  of  10s.  per  annum;  Associates  5s.  Members 
and  Associates  receive  free  of  charge  a  copy  of  The  Monthly 
Record,  in  which  are  published  summaries  of  Sunday  morning 
lectures.  It  also  provides  special  articles,  book  reviews, 
announcements,  etc.

Among  the  countries  we  have  been 
privileged  to  help  are  Greece,  Austria,  Poland,  Germany,  Near 
East  (Arab  refugees),  India,  Pakistan,  etc.  The  problem  of  Korea 
is  still  under  consideration  and  practical  help  will  be  sent  as  soon  as 
facilities  are  granted  to  voluntary  societies.  If  there  is  not  a  group 
or  individual  active  in  your  district  would  you  be  willing  to  initiate 
a  collection  ?
